Reagan Runs 
For President 


Independence Cited

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Ronald Reagan today an­ 
nounced his candidacy for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination in the strongest 
conservative challenge for 
the White House since 1964 
The 64-year-old former 
twoterm C alifornia governor 
made his long anticipated 
formal announcement at a 
Washington 
news 
con 
ference. 
Then 
he 
headed 
for 
Florida and 
New 
Ramp 
shire, two states with early 
prim aries where Reagan 
hopes 
to 
damage 
and 
possibly cripple President 
Ford’s 
quest 
for 
a 
presidential term in his own 
right, 
Reagan is considered the 
most serious contender from 
the COP’S conservative wing 
since Sen Barry Coldwater 
of 
Arizona 
won 
the 
nomination in 1964 


In 
his 
written 
an­ 
nouncement, Reagan called 
for 
the 
beginning 
of 
“ responsible, responsive 
government. 
He added, “ I am running 
because I have become 
increasingly 
concerned 
about the course of events in 
the United States and in the 
world.” 
He cited economic decay, 
lack of cheap and abundant 
energy and weakening of 
military superiority among 
the nation’s problems. He 
said he favors continued 
detente but only if the United 
States makes "it plain that 
we expect a stronger in­ 
dication that they also seek a 
lasting peace with us.” 
Reagan said, “Our nation 
has become the seat of a 
•buddy’ system that func­ 
tions for its own benefit 
increasingly insensitive to 
the needs of the American 
worker who supports it with 


his taxes. 
“Today,” he said, “it is 
difficult to find leaders who 
are independent of the forces 
that have brought us our 
problems — the Congress, 
the bureaucracy, the lob­ 
byists, big business and big 
labor.” 
Reagan, who spent almost 
three decades as a movie 
and television actor before 
serving eight 
years as 
California governor, has 
been under heavy pressure 
from GOP conservatives to 
challenge Ford 
He delayed a decision until 
soundings 
around 
the 
country convinced him he 
could take the nomination 
from Ford and then beat the 
Democratic nominee. 
A 
campaign organization was 
assembled 
during 
the 
summer, headed by John 
Sears, a key 
figure in 
Richard Nixon’s 1968 vic­ 
tory

Meat Outlook Good 


Consumers May Get Price Break

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Beef production next year 
may rise 3 to 5 per cent 
above this year’s record 
level and hog slaughter may 
increase 3 to 5 per cent as 
well, an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment economist says. 
That could mean a good 
year for consumers. 
George 
Hoffman, 
the 
agriculture analyst, added in 
a report that farmers may 
find prices 
for 
grain-fed 
cattle averaging about $44- 
$48 per hundredweight, near 
or just above 
the 
1975 
average. Hog prices, he said, 
will trend down from this 
year’s peaks if production 
rises as expected in the 
latter part of next year. 
For consumers, Hoffman 
said in the report prepared 
for 
the 
A griculture 
D e p a r t m e n t ’s 
a n n u a l 
National Agricultural Out­ 
look Conference, “ retail 
meat prices in 1976 may be 
m oderated 
by 
expected 
increases in supplies.’’ 
The an alyst said this 
y e a r ’s 
record 
beef 
production helped push per 
capita beef consumption to 
an estimated 120 pounds. 


Overall 
1975 m eat 
con­ 
sumption is expected to fall 
to about 180 pounds. 
The decline of about 4 per 
cent from the average 188 
pounds of meat consumed by 
each American in 1974 is due 
primarily to a sharp drop in 
this y e a r ’s pork supply. 
Latest e stim a te s indicate 
per capita pork consumption 
for 1975 will be down to about 
54 pounds, a drop of 12 
pounds from 1974 and the 
lowest figure in 40 years. 
For 1976, Hoffman said 
that if current production 
forecasts 
prove 
accurate, 
the average consumer will 
get a total of about 
185 
pounds 
of 
m eat 
recovering part, but not all, 
of this year’s decline in the 
total 
supply 
figure. 
Beef 
consumption may rise to a 
record of 122-124 pounds per 
capita, with pork moving up 
to a still relatively low level 
of 56 to 58 pounds per person. 
The m eat consum ption 
estim ates re p re se n t con­ 
siderably 
more 
poundage 
than the average American 
ever sees on his plate, 
however. Government per 
capita m eat consum ption 
figures are calculated on a 
“ c a rc a ss w e ig h t’’ basis. 


which means they include 
much waste fat, bone and 
scraps which are trimmed 
away before retail cuts are 
prepared for sale. 


One meat industry expert 
estimated recently the pub­ 
lished figures would have to 
be reduced about 40 per cent 
to get near the amount of 
meat shoppers actually take 
home from supermarkets. 
Hoffman said his forecasts 
of rising 
beef and 
pork 
production were based on 
the assumption 
that 
this 
year’s 
big livestock 
feed 
grain crops — which have 
reduced production costs for 
livestock farmers — will be 
followed by adequate range 
g rass supplies over the 
winter and another good feed 
grain harvest next year. 


If that happens, the econo­ 
mist said, hog farmers are 
likely to carry on with a 
recovery from 
the sharp 
production cutback they 
adopted following a poor 1974 


feed grain harvest and Tattle 
feeders probably will con­ 
tinue restocking the feedlots 
they emptied earlier this 
year. 


Hoffman said the hog 
recovery won’t really be felt 
by consum ers until the 
second half of 1976 when 
increased pig production 
expected during the winter 
will mature into hikes in 
pork slaughter. In beef m ar­ 
kets, the expert said next 
year’s trend will bring a 
decline in 
slau g h ter 
of 
relatively cheap grass-fed 
beef, but it will be more than 
offset 
by 
a 
recovery 
in 
output of highgrade grain- 
fed cattle. 


The Agriculture analyst 
added that these develop­ 
ments could also lead to a 
recovery 
in 
prices 
of 
“ feeder” 
cattle 
— 
light­ 
weight animals raised for 
sale to farmers and feedlot 
operators to be finished on 
grain.

Jaworski Urges 


Press Freedom 


Valley Eyes Tobacco

(UPI) — Former special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski says encouraging a 
free press determined to 
report the truth is the best 
way 
to 
prevent 
illegal 
conduct in government and 
business. 
“The simple truth remains 
that if there is untainted 
conduct of officeholders and 
the following of legal and 
ethical policies by citizens 
engaged 
in 
private 
e n ­ 
terprise, there is little to fear 
as a result of news media 
reporting — for somehow the 
truth has a way of surfacing, 
even 
if 
the reporting 
is 
erroneous,” Jaworski said. 


“The stubborn fact is that 
there is no greater insulation 
against unethical and illegal 
conduct, as well as practices 
lacking credibility, than the 
threat of exposure by 
a 
searching and determined 
reporting of the truth." 


Jaw orsk i 
spoke 
on 
“ A ssuring Credibility in 
G o v ern m en t” 
to 
1,000 
elected officials at the 10th 
Governor’s Conference on 
Intergovernmental 
Relat­ 
ions. 
“ It is a known fact that the 
press exercises 
it 
con­ 
stitutional prerogatives to 
the fullest extent,” Jaworski 
said, “and sometimes this 


hurts. 
“ I know, because I too 
have felt the sting of what I 
thought was unfair comment 
— yet as between these 
occasional transgressions by 
some members of the news 
media and a silencing or 
hamstringing of the news 
media so that the public no 
longer knows what goes on in 
public office or is done by 
others who may be engaged 
in law violations — I choose 
to live by the form er.” 
He told delegates if it were 
not 
for 
the 
press, 
the 
W atergate scand al might 
have been concealed suc­ 
cessfully. 
“ I 
hear 
some 
political 
spokesm en 
criticize 
the 
news media for allegedly 
unduly com m enting and 
dwelling 
on 
activities 
of 
some officeholders as well as 
office seekers and for ex­ 
posing improper practices, 
both 
in 
government 
and 
business,” he said. 
“This seems to me to be a 
strange criticism indeed. Of 
course, were it not for a free 
and alert press, some of 
these critics could be en­ 
joying a Roman holiday in 
cutting corners. Watergate 
was about to be covered up 
for good when members of 
the news media, along with a 
determined judge, would not 
permit it.”

Hargus Sexton — a grower, 
buyer, 
auctioneer 
and 
speculator 
represen tin g 
Oldham-Moore & Co. — will 
discuss with the farmers 
results of tobacco research 
in the Valley this year.

Sexton, 
confident 
the 
Valley can become a major 
tobacco-producing area, has 
assured 
fa rm e rs 
“ i t ’s 
nothing but a weed” that 
requires minimum attention 
and 
only 
a 
couple 
of 
irrigations until harvest 
time. 
Sexton’s firm, which sold 8 
million pounds of Maryland 
tobacco to several major 
cigarette manufacturers last 
year, is interested in buying 
any future crop. Sexton said 
he would not set any goals he 
could accept because there 
is little likelihood of over­ 
production anytime soon in 
the valley. 
“So long as it’s tobacco 
and revenuable, we’ve got a 
place for it,” Sexton said. “ If 
it won’t burn, it’ll chew.” 
A l t h o u g h 
t o b a c c o 
producers could gross about 
$1,200 an acre, Pennington 
said costs could run about 
$800 an acre. He said tobacco 
has been called the most 
labor-intensive of American 
crops and 
would 
require 
about 300 hours of labor per 
acre by the time it is har­ 
vested, dried, bundled and 
on its way to market. 
An attempt to grow burley 
tobacco several years ago in 
Texas resulted in a yield of 
only 1,500 pounds an acre 
and 
the 
research 
was 
abandoned because of in­ 
ferior quality, 
Pennington 
said. 
Sexton said he was “sur­ 
prised at the growth” after 
inspecting 
the 
dem on­ 
stration plot at Rio Farms 
before it was harvested last 
summer. He estimated the 
crop would make 2,000 to 
2,200 pounds of tobacco an 
acre. 
Sexton said 
if 
farmers 
decided to grow tobacco he 
would purchase the crop at 
60 to 70 cents a pound, 
depending on quality, plus 
furnish the seed, which costs 
about 
$960 
a 
pound. 
However, a mere teaspoon of 
seed, valued at $5, will plant 
two to 
three 
acres 
and 


produce tobacco valued up to 
$2,500 under 
Valley 
con­ 
ditions, Sexton said. 
Dan 
G alvan, 
Hidalgo 
County extension agent, said 
a major asset of growing 
tobacco in the Valley would 
be because it can be grown in 
small fields. He said 60 per 
cent of the nation’s tobacco 
is grown in fields less than 
one acre in size.

House Speaker Bill Clayton 
recommended idle natural 
gas lines be used to move 
surplus oil from California to 
Texas where it could be 
refined cheaply. 
“ It has become apparent 
to those bringing oil from 
Alaska to the lower 48 states 
that some of this crude will 
be in excess of the demands 
of the West Coast,” Clayton 
told a capitol news con­ 
ference. 
“ We could benefit 
by 
having 400,000 barrels of oil a 
day flowing to Midland, 
Tex., by as early as 1978." 
Clayton said Standard Oil 
of Ohio and El Paso Natural 
Gas Co already have asked 
the Federal 
Power Com­ 
mission for permission to 
use the idle lines across the 
Southwest 
to 
transport 
surplus Alaskan crude 
He says state agencies 
probably would not resist the 
idea, but federal action 
would take a long time. 


“Today, while Texas is 
rapidly depleting its natural 
resources Congress is fin­ 
ding new ways of increasing 
bureaucratic involvement in 
areas im portant to new 
development,” Clayton said. 
He 
urged 
Texas 
congressm en 
to 
reject 
amendments to the Outer 
Continental Shelf Lands Act 
which he said jeopardized 
rapid development of the oil 
industry. 
“ Higher cost 
and 
sub­ 
stantial delays would be the 
byproducts,” he said. 
A proposed Coastal Zone 
Management Act would be 
acceptable to Texas, he said, 
because it 
would speed 
development of the Outer 
Continental Shelf and would 
lessen pressures on Texas oil 
and gas resources. 
“Beneath Texas soil and in 
its offshore drilling areas lie 
more than a third of the U.S. 
crude oil and natural gas 
re se rv e s,” Clayton said.

No Difference 


Despite 
the 
aura 
surrounding 
the 
game, 
Coach John Clark of the 
Plano 
W ildcats 
is 
ap ­ 
proaching the contest the 
same as he would approach 
any playoff game. 
“The fact that Longview is 
number one doesn’t alter our 
game preparation. We will 
prepare the best we can 
because Longview is a good 
football team, not because 
they are number one or 
number IO.” 
Ratings don’t mean that 
much to Clark, whose teams 
have built an impressive 107- 
16-0 record since 1966. 
“Ratings don’t mean that 
much at this stage of the 
season. It’s where you finish 
that counts. I think everyone 
in the playoffs has a good 
team and that’s the way we 
approach it.”
